Jesse Albert Leisure, age 
sixty- 


six years, who owned more

1wn exceptions, was instantly killed 
by a Big Four northbound passen- 
ji<T (rain at the south crossing 
in 


Henderson about 11:30 oYloek 
to- 


day. 


Mr. Leisure was riding in au^Ov- 


orland louring car, which ho 
was 


driving oast, out of! Henderson. 


The train struck the 
automobile 


squarely in the middle and hurled 
it in the direction the 
train 
was 


going for a distance of fifty feet. 


Mr. Leisure's body was found 
a 


few foot from the wrecked ear. 
He 


was dead when the first persons 
reached his side. 


The body was not mangled, hut 


was severely lacerated and bruised. 
The right side of his 
head was 


crushed, his right arm was broken, 
liis right jaw bone dislocated 
and 


his right hip fractured. 


The view of the railroad from-the 


south is obscured by a corn field. 


Mr. Leisure had .lust loft William 


Gatewood's blacksmith shop in Hen- 
derson, where he had been 
having 


some work done. 


'Ho evidently did not see or hoar 


the train until he was 
upon 
the 


crossing, and tried to swerve to the 
left to avoid being hit. 


Those who examined the wreck- 


age were of- the opinion that 
the 


automobile was jammed against 
a 


sido track on the east side of 
the 


main lino and then carried for about 
fifty foot. 


The ties of the siding were shoved 


over for a distance of six 
inches 


by the force of the impact.

Meyer sobbed and appeared

affected. 


Baute and another were seriously 


injured in the accident but physi- 
cians believe they will recover.

today with injuries received in the 
accident yesterday. 


An auto driven by Baute, 30, was 


struck by a special ,<?nr on the 
In- 


terstate Traction lines near here. 


Baute's wife, Laura, 30, a daugh- 


ter, Ethel, (i, and a son James, 2, 
and Mrs. Clara 'Router, 25, sitser of 
Mrs. Baute, were killed. 


Baute and another son, Forrest,

THIRD OCCUPANT IS 
HURT 


Were on Picnic Party, ami Failed to 
See Train, With Machine RUBIN* 


Into Second Engine of .Train 


One man was killed instantly, his 


wife probably fatally injured 
and 


another man injured, in a crossing 
accident, two o'clock Sunday at'Jer- 
noou at Laurel, when the machine 
ran into a Big Foirr Engine that was 
passing the crossing. 


The machine was driven by Jed 


Allender, age 65 who was killed in- 
stantly. His wife Vivian Allendcr i^ 
in a serious condition at Memorial 
hospital in Connersville and the ot- 
her occupant of the car, 
Thomas 


Wright, was bruised and sustained 
a- broken left leg below the knee, 
with both bones being broken. 


Mr. and Mrs. Allender resided on 


a* farm just east of Laurel, and Mr. 
•Wright also lived in that vicinity,, 
They werei on a picnic party, with 
the other members of the party be- 
ing in a machine that made it safe- 
ly across the tracks. 


The accident 
happened 
at the 


main crossing in Laurel at the raii- 
road station. The train was a South 
bound freight, running with two en- 
gines, and had whistled for 
the 


crossing. The fact that the. one ma- 
chine crossed safely is believed to 
have jnade Mr. Allender think tha 
crossing was clear. . 


The first engine of the train had 


passed the street, and Mr. Allender 
ran his machine into the second en- 
gine. The automobile, a Ford tour- 
ing car, was carried along the side 
of the engine .for a short distance. 
Mr.' Allender was dead when 
per- 


sons reached him. The other two oc- 
cupants were taken to Connersviiie 
in the caboose of the train which 
was rushed back to Connersvilie 
with an engine. 


The automobile was going east on 


the street. The crossing is obscrnet- 
ed by the passenger station and 
freight station, but witnesses assert 
that the train whistled for the 
street, and was not going at an ex- 
cessive rate of speed. 


Mr. Allender's body was removed 


to his late residence. He leaves the 
widow, whose condition is regarded 
as serious, two daughters and a son. 
Funeral 
arrangements were not 


made today, pending the outcome of 
Mrs. Allender. 


An accident resulting in the se- 


vere damaging of a Ford Coupe oc- 
curred; Sunday evening about eleven 
o'clock near Williamstown south of 
this city when the car which belongs 
to Lowell Osborne, grandson of Mr. 
and Mrs. Dora Hilligoss living south 
west of here, ran into a ditch, hit 
a telephone pole and turned over.
